No. 10/4/81-CS,II. — ^The njks for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
Grade C of the Central Secretariat Stenogr^hers Service, 
Grade II of the Stenographers' Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign 
Service (B), Grade C of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Stenographers’ Service and Gr. 'C of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Stenographers Service to be held by the Staff 
Election Commission in 1981, arc published for general 
information, 

2. The number of persons to be selected for Inclusion 
in the Select Lists will be speciPed in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of the 
vacancies as may be Pxed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order. 

1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order 1950, the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Order 

1951, the Constitution (Schedtded Tribes) (Union Territo- 
ries) Order, 1951, asamended by the Scheduled Castes and
